Election/Restrictions

comprising an agreement data registering unit classifying information 
about and agreement; and a balance data registering unit registering 
balance data , classified in class 705, subclass 1 . 

III. Claim 1 1 , drawn to a system comprising a database classifying 
information about an agreement; a server device; and one or more client 
devices , classified in class 705, subclass 1 . 

IV. Claim 17, drawn to a system comprising a unit registering data of 
presence/absence of a predetermined article; a unit registering a 
corresponding provision in an agreement; and a unit displaying the 
provision, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

V. Claims 20, 21 , 42, 43, and 47-49, drawn to a system comprising a unit 
assigning management numbers and registering agreement data; a unit 
registering royalty balance information; and a unit searching for and 
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outputting corresponding agreement data, classified in class 705, subclass 
1. 

VI. Claims 22-26, 45, 46, and 51 , drawn to a system comprising a 
search ing/outputting unit searching for data of a corresponding 
agreement, classified in class 705, subclass 1 .

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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time 
of election in order to be considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement 
will result in the loss of right to petition under 37 CFR 1 .144.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
